The table on page 461 shows the number of items included 
- in each of the groups of commodities distinguished in com- 
piling the index number, and the percentage changes in each 
group comparing prices in November with those of a month 
and a year earlier, and with those of the last pre-war month. 


Food and Tobacco.—A rise of slightly over 2 per cent. in the 
price of English malting barley contributed mainly to the 
increase of 0-4 per cent. in the cereals group. In the index for 
other food and tobacco, decreases of 3} per cent. m the average 
price of potatoes and of just over 3 per cent. in the price of 
Brazilian coffee were partially offset by an incréase of nearly 
4} per cent. in the average price of tomatoes, the result of a 
change in the controlled price which came into effect on 
5th November. No other change exceeded 1 per cent. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—As in the month of 
October, price changes were recorded only for the “ other 
textiles,’ and the ‘‘ chemicals and oils” groups. The increase of 
1-9 per cent. in the former group was substantially due to an 
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increase of nearly 18} per cent. in the price of sisal, the first 
change recorded for this item since December 1943; this was 
partially off-set by a fall of 2 per cent. in the price of jute. The 
slight increase in the chemicals and oils group was due to a 
further seasonal advance (for the fourth month in succession) of 
somewhat under 1 per cent. in the price of fertilisers.

food and industrial materials :—

Cinematograph Films 


THE CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS 
(QUOTA AMENDMENT) ORDER, 1944 


(1) The Cinematograph Films Act, 1938, lays down both long 
and short film quota percentages for renters and exhibitors on 
an ascending scale for the period 1938-48. Section 15 of the Act, 
however, empowers the Board of Trade, in the years 1939, 1941 
and 1944, to make Orders, which have to be approved by Affirma- 
tive Resolutions in both Houses of Parliament, fixing, for a 
period, quotas which may be either larger or smaller within 
certain limits than those laid down in the Act. 

(2) In 1941, owing to the sharp fall in the production of British 
films on account of labour shortage and the requisitioning of 
studio space, an order was made under Section 15 reducing the 
quotas for long and short films for the next three years to the 
minimum permitted by the Act. Thus, in the quota years 
1942-45, renters’ quota for long films was fixed at 20 per cent., 
and for short films at 15 per cent., while exhibitors’ quota for 
the same years became 15 per cent., and 12} per cent., for long 
and short films respectively. 

(3) Unless a further Order, approved by both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, is made before the end of the calendar year 1944, the 
present quotas will cease to apply, and the higher quotas laid 
down in the 1938 act will come into operation and remain in 
force, if not altered by fresh legislation, until the end of the 
quota year 1947-48. 

(4) The Board of Trade, after consulting the Cinematograph 
Films Council, and considering its advice in the matter, have 
now laid before Parliament the draft of a new Order under 
Section 15 of the 1938 Act, fixing for long films for the next three 
years quotas different from those laid down in the Act. The 
quota percentages are as follows :— ’

THE CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS 
(LABOUR COSTS AMENDMENT) ORDER, 1944 


(1) The Cinematograph Films Act, of 1938, imposed certain 
labour costs tests in connection with renters’ quota for long 
films. In particular, it provided that no long film could count 
for renters’ quota unless its total labour costs amounted to at 
least £7,500, and to at least £1 per foot of length. Films whose 
total labour costs amounted to between £22,500 and £37,500 and 
between £3 and £5 per foot of length, could count as ‘‘ double 
quota,”’ while films whose total labour costs amounted to at 
least £37,500 and £5 or more per foot’ of length could count as 
“treble quota ”’ films. 


New Orders, however, may not be immediately available. 


(2) Section 36 of the 1938 Act empowers the Board of Trade 
to alter these cost tests by Order, after approval in draft by both 
Houses of Parliament. After consulting the Cinematograph 
Films Council and considering its advice in the matter, the 
Board have now laid before Parliament the draft of an Order 
increasing by 50 per cent. in each case the sums referred to above. 

(3) If Parliament approves this draft Order, it is proposed to 
make a new Order-in-Council, introducing the appropriate and 
corresponding changes to the provisions of the alternative 
monetary quota, which are set forth in the Defence (Cinemato- 
graph Quotas) Regulations, 1940 (S. R. & O. 1940 No. 1174, 
price Id.), as amended by S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2278 (price 1d.). 


Central Price Regulation Committee

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One meeting has already been held at Kettering on 23rd Novem- 
ber, at which the labour requirements of the industry were 
exhaustively discussed. 


Labour for Footwear Industry 


At a meeting held recently between representatives of the 
Federation of Boot Manufacturers, the National Union of Boot 
and Shoe Operatives, the Board of Trade (Footwear Control) 
and the Ministry of Labour, methods of finding labour urgently 
required in the boot and shoe manufacturing industry were 
discussed. All withdrawals of labour from the industry, except 
of young men becoming liable for military service, have been 
suspended since May this year, and any skilled workers who 
become available are placed in the industry. Workers who 
become redundant at munitions factories and who have had 
previous skill and experience in boot and shoe manufacture are 
to be returned to their former employment, although not neces- 
sarily to their former employer. 

These steps will not, it is feared, provide the labour required 
in all districts. Arrangements are therefore being made to 
secure, where possible, the release from their present employ- 
ment in the munitions and other industries of skilled ex-opera- 
tives who are willing to return to the boot and shoe industry. 

The work of identifying former employees whose return is 
desired is being carried out by the Ministry of Labour’s Local 
Advisory Panels, which represent the employers and workers in 
each district of the boot and shoe manufacturing industry. 


Control of Footwear 


RESIGNATION OF DIRECTOR OF MATERIALS 


Mr. A. E. Bond has resigned his appointment as Director of 
Materials in the Footwear Control, Board of Trade, as from the 
end of this month, in order to take up private business interests. 
The Board have accepted Mr. Bond’s resignation with great regret 
and expressed their appreciation of the valuable services he has 
rendered. 


Control of Iron and Steel 


In the announcement under this heading in Board of Trade 
Journal 9th December 1944 (page 456), the title of the Order 
should have read “ the Control of Iron and Steel (No. 36) Scrap 
Order, 1944.” 


Control of Fertilisers 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Fertilisers 
(No. 29) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1348, price ld.). The 
new Order provides a maximum price of £19 15s. for sulphate‘of 
potash guaranteed to contain not less than 50 per cent. K,O in 
addition to the maximum price of £18 15s. provided by previous 
Orders for sulphate of potash guaranteed to contain not less 
than 48 per cent. K,0O. 


Control of Chlorates 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Chlorates 
(No. 2) (Revocation) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1354, 
price 1d.), revoking the Control of Chlorates (No. 1) Order, 1941. 
From 5th December 1944, licences are no longer necessary for the 
acquisition and disposal of chlorates. Supplies, however, are 
still restricted and under arrangements with the producers 
releases for the time being will be on substantially the same basis 
as hitherto. 


Control of Bolts, Nuts, Screws, 
A Washers and Rivets 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Bolts, Nuts, 
Screws, Washers and Rivets (No. 6) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 1347, price 1d.), which came into force on 12th Decem- 
ber. The Order increases the maximum price of wrought iron 
rivets and of small steel rivets, and cancels the maximum prices 
of gimlet-pointed square-head coach screws. 


Cutlery, Spoons and Forks 


The Cutlery, Spoons ard Forks (Control) Order, 1944 (see 
Board of Trade Journal, 9th December 1944, page 454), which 
came into operation on 11th December 1944, contained an error 
in Part I of the Schedule, the manufacturers’ maximum prices for 
stainless steel and carbon steel smal] table knives respectively 
being reversed. 

The Board of Trade have now made an amending Order (the 
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Cutlery, Spoons and Forks (Control) (No. 2) Order, 1944 

(S. R. & O. 1944 No. 1390, price 1d.) ) which came into operation 

on 15th December 1944, giving the correct prices, as follows :— 
Stainless steel cheese or small table knife, 20s. per dozen. 
Carbon steel cheese or small table knife, 17s. 3d. per dozen.

REGISTRATION FEES ON PATENT MEDICINES 
AND FOODSTUFFS 

With reference to the notice in Board of Trade Journal of 
16th September 1944 (page 344), the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy at Mexico City has reported the issue of a decree 
dated 25th August, but not published until the 28th November 
when it came into effect, which prescribes increased registration 
fees for patent medicines, foods, drinks, etc., of foreign origin. 

The fee for registration of patent medicines of foreign origin 
is fixed at 200 pesos, and that for patent foods, drinks, etc., at 
50 pesos. The registration is valid for a period of five years in all 
cases. 

The above information, having been received by telegram, is 
subject to correction.

The “ Trinidad Royal Gazette” of 22nd June and 3rd August 
1944 contain copies of two notices which provide for the following 
amendments to items 344 and 555 in the list of goods the importa- 
tion of which into Trinidad is prohibited from all sources. (See 
Board of Trade Journal, 11th October 1941, pages 227-229, and 
subsequent amending notices.) 

Item 344. The importation of electrically operated cinemato- 
graph apparatus is permitted for the replacement of similar 
equipment wholly worn out and beyond repair, or totally 
destroyed by fire, flood, or similar catastrophe, or in exceptional 
cases for new theatres in areas not providing sufficient amuse- 
ment for civilians. 

Item 555 is amended to read as follows :—

stamp, autographs, etc.). Fancy stationery, compliment slips,

cinema and in cases where a declaration is made by the importer 
to the effect that no funds will leave the Colony directly or 
indirectly in connections with such calendars, advertising 
matter, trade catalogues, price lists and similar publications).

Australia 
WHEAT AND FLOUR STOCKS 


According to “Commercial Intelligence Journal,” issued by 
the Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, Australian 
wheat stocks at the end of September totalled 112,750,000 
bushels. The rate of export of wheat and flour has been well 
maintained. The Australian crop estimated is now only 50 
million bushels ; 40 million bushels will be required for stock food 
in 1944-45. The general deficiency will be drawn from stocks of 
old wheat in Australia, which are ample for the purpose. The 
condition of growing crops in Queensland is good; Western 
Australia, moderately good ; New South Wales, fair to good in 
north, bad in south; South Australia, poor; the drought in 
Victoria is one-of the worst ever ‘experienced. The mills 
in Victoria and New South Wales will have to reduce operations 
from three shifts to two shifts a day, and even then wheat 
may have to be moved from South Australia and Western 
Australia to the eastern states to keep the mills going. 


British India 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Orissa, 27th November. Late winter paddy is ripening. 
Paddy, sugarcane and tobacco are thriving.

COFFEE EXPORTS IN 1943 


According to Commercial Intelligence Journal published 
by the Department of Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, coffee 
exports, which in 1943 totalled 176,634,874 pesos, accounted 
for more than 85 per cent. of the total exports, and the increase 
in price was about 30 per cent. over 1942. The dependency of 
Colombia on its one main export crop—coffee—is an economic 
weakness, but the war has given impetus to the development 
of other natural resources, and in time the preponderance of 
coffee should become less.

DIVIDEND MAINTAINED 


The Fifteenth Annual General Meeting of Imperial Smelting Cor- 
poration Ltd. was held on Thursday, 14th December in London, 
Mr. J. R. Govett (the Chairman) presiding. 


The following are extracts from the Chairman’s statement circu- 
lated with the report :— 


The figures show but little change from those of last year, the net 
profit amounting to £119,524 after making provision for all taxation. 
The preference dividend absorbs £67,829 (net) and the directors 
again recommend a dividend on the ordinary shares of 4 per cent. 


In the statement which we circulated last year I drew attention 
to the effect on our profits of the disallowance to such items as War 
Damage Insuratice, Debenture Redemption Reserves, etc., for 
purposes of Excess Profits Tax and Income Tax. This year the 
Excess Profits Tax standard, with income from outside investments, 
was somewhat higher, and after deducting the preference dividend, 
slightly exceeded 8 per cent. on the ordinary share capital. Against 
this there was an increase in the items disallowed for taxation pur- 
poses, which were equivalent to rather more than 2 per cent. After 
providing for income tax on these disallowed items (which pro- 
vision required a similar amount) we are left with a surplus sufficient 
to meet the proposed ordinary dividend of 4 per cent., with a small 
increase in the amount carried forward. We have again thought it 
right to debit such items as those enumerated above to revenue 
account, despite the drastic effect which such a course must have on 
the amount left available for the dividend on our ordinary shares. 

As in past years of war, there is little I can tell you of the work 
that has been carried out by the Corporation, but [ am at least able 
to say that we have been fully employed throughout the year in the 
production of commodities to the war effort. 


In January of this year Mr. S. Robson, who had been Works 
Director in charge of our Smelting Group for the past twenty years, 
resigned from this post in order to take up his new appointment of 
Director General of a Research Organisation which is now being 
established. We attach the greatest importance to this development, 
for though in the first instance the Research Organisation is being 
confined to The Zinc Corporation Ltd,, New Broken Hill Consolidated 
Ltd. and the Imperial Smelting Corporation, it is our hope that 
other Associates in Australia will also join with us. 


The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.
